CHRISTMAS is the season 
to be jolly but, as the big 
day approaches, many 
residents may be anticipat- 
ing a knock on the door 
from a money lender 
rather than Santa. 

As people feel the pressure to 
make the celebrations perfect, 
the council and community or- 
ganisations such as the Citizen's 
Advice Bureau and the bor- 
ough's credit union, are advis- 
ing residents not to turn to 
loan sharks or pay day lenders 
to fund their shopping. 

The Financial Ombudsman 
Service, at South Quay on the 
Isle of Dogs, is offering the 
following tips to help you avoid 
a festive cash crisis. 


12 payments bouncing: 

Remember that festive bank 
holidays are not working days 
for banks - so direct debits and 
standing orders may be taken 
earlier than you think. 

11 pipes breaking: If you do find 
a leak or any damage, let your 
buildings and contents insurer 
know straight away. 

10 payday lenders: Christmas 
can put a lot of strain on our 
finances. The promise of quick 
cash might seem ideal. But 
high interest rates can easily 
turn a £50 debt into a £100 
repayment - know exactly what 
you're signing up for. 

9 ladies dancing: The festive 
season is prime time for fraud- 
sters and pickpockets. Take care 
to shield your PIN at cash points 
or when paying by card at a bar 


and think about the value of 
what's in your bag. 

8 maids a’ mooching: Christ- 
mas is a time for shopping! Look- 
ing around for the best discounts 
will save you some cash. Check 
out online versions of shops be- 
fore you leave - and set yourself 
a limit on the key purchases. 

7 savers saving: £10 a month 
could help take the sting out of 
your festive food shop in 2015. 
6 get repaying: If you borrowed 
money under special interest- 
free deals, keep a note of when 
the deal ends, as repayments af- 
ter this date may be expensive. 
5 gold rings: If you're lucky 
enough to receive an expensive 
piece of jewellery or a gadget, 
make sure you've got it covered.

Man bailed over hit-and-run 


Dad-of-two dies after being knocked down by car

TRIBUTES have been paid 
to a father of two who 
was killed in a hit-and-run 
incident in Commercial 
Road. 

Ashad Ahmed, a 32-year-old 
play worker from Stepney died 
after he was hit by a car on 
Monday November 24. 

Mr Ahmed joined the 
council's junior youth service in 
2005 and worked in various 
after-school clubs. 

When he died, Mr Ahmed 
worked as play worker for the 
after-school club at Our Lady and 
St Joseph RC primary in Poplar. 


He also worked as part of the 
council's holiday childcare team. 

Anne Canning, service head 
of learning and achievement at 
the council, said Mr Ahmed 
was an enthusiastic, well- 
respected and highly valued 
member of staff, with extensive 
experience working with 
children and young people in 
Tower Hamlets. 

“Ashad will be missed dear- 
ly by children, families and col- 
leagues,” Ms Canning added. 

Police were called to Commer- 
cial Road at the junction with 
Cavell Street at 10.08pm. 

Detectives investigating the 
incident have arrested a 


21-year-old man on suspicion of 
causing death by dangerous 
driving and failing to stop at the 
scene. 

The man has been inter- 
viewed and bailed to return in 
mid-January. Officers have also 
taken a statement from the 
driver of another car, and are 
examining CCTV footage. 
They are urging other witness- 
es to come forward.

£50,000 plea to 
fulfil a dream

MORE than six years after 
a fundraising appeal was 
launched to build a memo- 
rial to those lost in the 
Bethnal Green Tube disas- 
ter, organisers are urging 
local businesses to dig 
deep to help with its com- 
pletion. 

The Stairway to Heaven 
memorial commemorates the 
173 people who lost their lives 
at the station during an air raid 
in World War II. 

Located in Bethnal Green 
Gardens, next to the Tube, the 
partially built memorial needs 
£50,000 for its completion. 

Fund-raisers say the matter is 
urgent, as they would like to see 
the memorial completed before 
anymore of the survivors - who 
are aged in their eighties and 
nineties - pass away. 

Sandra Scotting, secretary 
and a trustee of the Stairway to

Heaven Memorial Trust, lost 
her grandmother and cousin in 
the disaster, which occurred 
on March 3, 1943 when a crowd 
of people were crushed on the 
station stairs, which was being 
used as an air-raid shelter. 

Ms Scotting told East End 
Life that the trust knows of 15 
survivors but there may be 
more. 

"Just last month another sur- 
vivor, Iris Nightingale, passed 
away. We don't want to lose any- 
one else,'' Sandra said. 

The memorial will have 173 
conicals of light beaming down 


on it - each representing a 
person who died as a result of 
the incident. 

The lights will be sited on 
the roof of the 'stairway', 
which will go on top of the 
memorial. 

The lights are different shapes 
and sizes to represent the ages 
of the victims, which ranged 
from five months to 78 years old. 

They will allow sunlight to 
shine on to the paving below. 

Victims' surnames will be 
carved in large letters around 
the sides of the teak 'stairway' 
so they can be seen all around 
the busy junction. 

"We are asking businesses 
and individuals to sponsor the 
173 conicals for £200 each to help 
us achieve our target by Janu- 
ary," Sandra said.

More than 240 young people 
aged 16 to 18 were presented 
with certificates in recognition 
of their achievements in 
academic progress, academic 
excellence or contribution to the 
community or sixth form. 

It is a fitting upbeat end to the 
calendar year. It also gives 
everyone involved in education 
an important opportunity to 
pause and reflect on the achieve- 
ments of the past 12 months. 

In busy seemingly non-stop 
school environments, it is some- 
thing we don't get a chance to 
do often enough. 

This event represents an 
opportunity for all of the 
borough's secondary head 
teachers to come together and 
to shout about the students 
they believe deserve special 
recognition. 

This is important because 
Tower Hamlets has an excellent 
reputation for education - but 
this reputation is built on 
individuals' efforts.

These are not just for getting 
top grades; awards were also 
given for overcoming adversity 
or for enriching the school or 
wider community by volun- 
teering after school. 

It is only by concentrating on 
getting the best out of each 
young person that results at a 
whole school will improve. 


That is what is done so well 
in Tower Hamlets. 

We have wonderful partner- 
ships across our schools, with 
head teachers, governors, 
trustees, foundations, staff, 
parents, sponsors and support- 
ers all working together to 
provide excellent facilities - 
facilities which allow our young 
people to reach the heights 
they so richly deserve. 

The latest example of such 
partnership working was the 
opening of the new-look 
Central Foundation Girls' School 
in November. 

Students at the school are 
benefiting from more than 
£2om worth of new facilities, 
including a new state-of-the-art 
dining hall, science laboratories, 
auditorium and classrooms. 

There is also a rooftop play 
area at the school and a rooftop 
garden at the nearby sixth form 
site, where improvement works 
have also taken place. 

The work, which began in 
2011, has been funded by the 
council through its Building 
Schools for the Future fund, 
and the school trustees 
contributed £74m. 

These strong partnerships 
also extend beyond our 
borough. 

Tower Hamlets is one of six 
local authorities across the 
country to have teamed up 
with UNICEF UK to help 
promote child rights. 

The Child Rights Partners 
project has just celebrated its 
first anniversary and Tower 
Hamlets was proud to share its 
progress so far. 

This has included working 
with young people to draw up 
a list of the child rights 
principles that are most relevant 
to them locally, as well as 
involving them in deciding 
which organisations should be 
awarded contracts that affect 
them. 

The project is in its relative 
infancy but is another 
demonstration of how 
Tower Hamlets celebrates its 
young people and gives them 
opportunities that are not 
available elsewhere.

Charity aiming to 
raise HIV profile 

Events and extra testing clinics to mark World AIDS day

A CHARITY in Stepney has 
put together a range of 
activities to increase 
awareness of HIV and raise 
funds for services. 

To mark World AIDS Day on 
December 1, Positive East is 
hosting a performance of mono- 
logues relating to the experi- 
ences of people infected with 
HIV. It will also be holding a 
fundraising art auction and col- 
lections outside Tube stations. 

Extra HIV testing clinics will 
be put on across the borough. 

The latest statistics from 


Public Health England report a 
higher number of people living 
with HIV in London than ever 
before, with more than 50,000 
people infected - although one 
in four is said to be unaware that 
they have the virus. 

Mark Santos, director of 
Positive East, said the demand 
for the charity's services had 
never been higher. 

“It has never been easier to 
find out whether you have HIV 
or not - and knowing you are 
infected might be the difference 
between living well with the 
virus or not," he said. 

“Indeed, ten people still die 


every week because of their 
HIV infection - 40 per cent of 
them don't reach the age of 
60 - so our message is: find out 
your status. 

“That's why we will be doing 
lots of pop-up clinics across the 
capital." 

Mr Santos urged the public to 
donate to the charity, which 
plans to offer more services. 

He added: “HIV hasn't gone 
away and there is still no cure. 
Every single penny we raise will 
go towards supporting people 
living with HIV."

David Bailey’s East End 


New book packed with 
images of photographer’s 
old stamping grounds 

BY JOHN RENNIE 


JEAN Shrimpton,Mick Jagger, Andy 
Warhol and Jack Nicholson.The lens 
of David Bailey has captured the 
most glamorous faces since the 
1960s. He was even married to a 
couple of them - former Mrs 
Baileys include Catherine Deneuve 
and Marie Helvin. 

But, despite the Cockney photographer's 
avowed uninterest in landscapes, and his 
assertion that “for me it's always about the 
people", he spent decades travelling back 
to the East End to take pictures of the streets 
of his youth. 

The images have now been gathered 
together in a massive coffee-table collec- 
tion (not just one but three books bundled 
together) that would be a welcome gift for 
any student of the old East End... though 
it might strain Santa's sack rather. 

A barbershop window advertising the 
exotic (if improbable) 'Stanlee of Paris'. A 
rustic stretch of the Lea Navigation Canal 
evoking nothing so much as Monet's 
Water Lilies. And, of course, the inevitable 
Jean Shrimpton and Krays pictures. 

Bailey says: “I've heard it a thousand times 
- 'I bet they made an offer you couldn't 
refuse'. 

“It wasn't quite like that. Reg asked if I'd 
shoot his wedding and I'd be the only 
photographer allowed in the church. 

“I'd already done a lot with them for the 
Sunday Times. The wedding was straight 
out of a Warner Bros movie, the twins dot- 
ing on their mother, their own vicar, the 
bride shy and not sure what she was get- 
ting into. Body guards all part of the firm. 

“The shoot went well, thank goodness. 
I would have hated telling the twins it'd have 
to be reshot." 

But faces, as we've said, make only fleet- 
ing appearances -the real subject of the book 
is the East End itself. Beautiful chiaroscuro 
shots of derelict shops in and around Brick 
Lane; a deserted Bow Road (nothing like the 
traffic of today) with the church marooned 
in the centre, and the only traffic a car in 
the distance and a horse and cart. 

And amid the black-and-white shots a 
sudden eruption of colour. 

Tellingly it comes from the incomers, who 
seem to bring the crumbling East End to 
life... Shafi and Sons 'Importers, Exporters, 



Cutlery and Sports... and barber shop'. 

“The idea for a book on the East End 
formed sometime in the 1980s," Bailey re- 
members. “The docks had started closing 
down or were closed. I chose to shoot main- 
ly in Silvertown and Canning Town. They 
were the main focus in the Eighties. 

“The other two times I had bursts of pho- 
tographic energy in the East End was the 
Sixties and from about 2004 to 2010. There 
was that quote 'Go west young man'. The 
Cockneys should have listened. 

“They went east like their ancestors, from 
the Old Nichol, to Whitechapel, to Stepney 
and Bow, to what is now Newham, then 
Barking and Dangenham and onto Essex. 
My mother was from Bow, father from 
Hackney, grandfather from Bethnal Green. 
Before him they were all from Whitechapel." 

Bailey was a child of the Thirties. Like so 
many, the bombsites were his playground. 
“Breaking glass, smashing sinks, making 
dens. No one cared. No grown-ups, no po- 
lice. Freedom to run wild. One day a group 


of us wandered into a bombed-out church. 
The others were more interested in getting 
the lead from the broken windows. One of 
the local junk yard men would give you six- 
pence for lead, which was a fortune. 

“I went scavenging in the broken pews 
and to my joy found two wooden angel 
wings, about two-and-a-half feet tall. I took 
them home and hid them in the coal cel- 
lar. I didn't want my mum to see as she'd 
think they were unlucky. I wonder if they 
are still hidden there?” 

There was a brief escape to the country- 
side, as Bailey and mum were evacuated. 
It didn't end well. 

“Two local boys asked me if I liked black- 
berries. I was a bit suspicious, I knew Cock- 
neys weren't much liked outside London. 

“The berries looked delicious, I couldn't 
refuse. After eating three or four they 
announced they'd pissed on them. 

“Later that day I set fire to what I took 
for their corn field. We left. . . my mother was 
pleased to get back east." 


Back to the nightly terror of the Blitz, 
though. “At six, the warning would wail out, 
announcing another nightly bombing. 
The Germans were after the docks. 

“Hitler might be called many things, but 
he was always on time. You might easily 
be dead in two hours. The Vis would 
come, the fuel would run out over London 
and the engine would stop. Silence. We 
would count the silence until the explosion 
and thank god it wasn't us.” 

The Baileys weren't rich. Dad Herbert was 
a tailor's cutter, mum Sharon a machinist. 
But his mum had (slightly curious) stan- 
dards. No broken biscuits, even though you 
could buy them for half price from the gro- 
cer (so young David, rarely had biscuits). And 
some rather dubious 'game'. 

“Some butchers would sell skinned cat 
and pretend it was rabbit. Feeding a 
family on meagre wages required 
resourcefulness. Dad would fetch back a 
box of chicks from Club Row and attempt 
to raise them to maturity. 

“One sound you never think of in the East 
End is the sound of cockerels greeting the 
dawn... though chicken was only for 
Christmas; it was Spam and corned beef for 
the rest of the year." 

Folk would keep hens, even a pig in their 
backyards. But still his Whitechapel mates 
thought him posh “because I lived in East 
Ham. Some East Enders even looked down 
on people from south of the river. They 
didn't consider them Cockney enough." 

To Bailey, it was all just the East End. “To 
me it seemed to stretch from Barking to 
Whitechapel. You never considered bound- 
aries, say between Mile End and Bow." 

And when they went on an away day, 
“it always seemed to be Southend, to see 
the lights or walk in the mud. The sea 
seemed to recede for miles.” 

Times were harder, people poorer and 
there was a determination to maintain stan- 
dards amid the muck. Nothing was more 
important than the front step. 

“[My mother's] great joy and my neme- 
sis was the front step, painted white, with 
a mix of chalk and water, every day. 

“To my mother, only common people got 
round this by painting it red. 

“When I went to friends who did the red 
step thing I'd assume they were common. 
But if I trod on the virgin white step there 
was hell to pay.” 

It's a disappeared world, but one that still 
comes quickly to life for Bailey. 

“The smell of tar being heated on the 
street in huge vats, the steamroller always 
out flattening the tar that had been poured 
into holes made by bombs and shrapnel." 

A world just out of sight, but familiar... 
and brought to life for us through this 
timeless collection.

But you can't tell a 
restaurant's hygiene standards 
by how clean and tidy the staff 
look or by how busy it is. 

It's the things you can't see - 
like germs spread by bad hy- 
giene practices - that you need 
to consider. 

The food hygiene rating tells

you about hygiene standards in 
restaurants and other food busi- 
nesses. Ratings can be found on- 
line on the Food Standards 
Agency website www.food.gov 
.uk/ratings. If you're out, check 
for the green and black sticker. 

The ratings are determined by 
local authority food safety of- 
ficers and run from 0-5, with a 
5 rating meaning a very good 
level of food hygiene. 

Ninety three per cent of food 
businesses are rated 3 or better 


so there are plenty of places with 
good standards and you can eas- 
ily avoid taking your family to 
those not meeting the grade. If 
you don't see a green and black 
sticker in the window or you 
spot a low rating online, you can 
make a better informed choice. 

Cllr Shahed Ali, cabinet mem- 
ber for clean and green, said: “A 
good food hygiene rating mat- 
ters to customers so we are en- 
couraging all businesses to 
display their rating.”

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit, subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents' Parking 
Permit Scheme.

The Council's 'car free homes' planning policy 
was introduced in Tower Hamlets in the late

parking spaces. This initiative also helps to 
reduce the level of air pollution from motor 
vehicles and encourages more people to 
walk, cycle and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help you 
get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be able 
to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's blue 
badge or are eligible under the Permit Transfer 


Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at social rented 
housing residents. The criteria for the PTS is as 
follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit per 
household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car parking 
permit for at least 1 year prior to moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible under 
the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof of 
PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including a 
duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes or 
housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 10 scratchcards per year. For permit

Eating out, eating in 


Rosa’s so rewarding

DISASTER struck at half 
past six. 

It came shortly after an online 
search to find the best way 
from St Paul's over to Trinity 
Buoy Wharf. We were hunting 
down Fatboy's Diner - the re- 
cently reopened American burg- 
er bar. 

The Google search delivered 
terrible news: the joint had 
shut at 3pm. 

It was time for Plan B. 

Like many an east Londoner 
at a loose end, we decided to 
make headway towards Brick 
Lane. 

And before long, the cool red 
and creamy lights of Rosa's 
Thai restaurant in Spitalfields 
appeared and we were drawn 
in as Ulysses to the Sirens. 

The decor was minimal - 
with jagged brown walls and 
simple, cabin-style plates - but 
the menu appeared to be any- 
thing but. 

A wide-range of contempo- 
rary dishes filled the A4 order 
sheet, popular ones in red while 
- logic seemed to suggest - 
unpopular ones in black. 

Service was prompt and soon 
after the Thai lagers arrived. 

I'd pitched for the (popular) 


calamari. The dish's sweet plum 
sauce contrasted superbly with 
the salty battered squid loins. 

My companion played it safe 
with a venison dish. 

This came accompanied by 
Thai herbs, onions, black pepper 
and chilli - which had followed 
chicken satay starters. 

No complaints followed 
from him. Although his dishes 
appeared fairly standard fare, 
a few tastes confirmed that 
they were lacking in the grease 
or heaviness that can often 


accompany such choices. 

It's well-known that Gilbert 
and George used to frequent the 
original cafe - which nobly 
kept its name after being bought 
by its current owners in 2008 
- and my main course was 
equally famous. 

The seafood mousse in 
butternut squash came deliv- 
ered in a large, coconut-shaped 
butternut. 

Its coconut mousse was 
sloppy, but not gloopy; sweet 
and frothing with hot bubbles. 


The seafood spectacular 
would draw me back in an 
instant. 

An overflowing bowl of egg 
fried rice provided more than 
enough support when it 
was divvied up between the 
two of us. At £56.53 (including 
a £6 surcharge), without 
pudding, it wasn't a particular- 
ly cheap thrill. 

But Rosa's was a thrill 
nonetheless.

Apple days are 
here again... 


WALKING around we can 
still see brilliant yellow 
sunflowers outside South- 
ern Grove Community 
Centre, while nasturtiums 
are still scrambling up the 
railings and over the grass 
armchair, their leaves fresh 
and peppery in our lunch 
club salads. 

However, the last couple of 
days have begun to feel crisp 
and fresh, more like the Novem- 
bers I remember from my child- 
hood than the tail end of 


summer. There are warnings of 
cold winter days to come. So 
here is a simple recipe to warm 
you on the chillier days. 

I buy spices from our lovely 
local grocer. If I am stocking up 
on supplies, I tend to buy the 
larger packets which are cheap- 
er, then share them with the res- 
idents at Southern Grove 
Community Centre. 

We splashed out on cinna- 
mon bark, star anise, cardamom 
pods, nutmeg, bay leaves and 
cloves for our mulled juice. 


Mulled apple juice - serves 4 to 6 


Ingredients 

Cardamom pods 

1 carton apple juice 

Nutmeg 

Cinnamon sticks 

Bay leaves 

Star anise 

Cloves 


Method 

1. Break up the larger chunks of 
cinnamon into pieces about an 
inch long. Quarter the nutmeg 
with a sharp knife. 

2. Put all the spices into a muslin 
square, tie into a tight little 
bundle with string and leave a 
long tail. (If you can't get hold 
of muslin, you can put the 
spices directly into the juice, it's 
just a bit more fiddly.) 


3. Pour the juice into a saucepan 
and put it onto a low heat. 
Pop the muslin bag into the juice 
and tie the string around the 
handle. Let it warm and simmer 
while the spices release their 
delicious flavours. The smell is 
amazing! 

4. Allow the juice to warm for 
at least 15 minutes. Serve it as 
a hot drink, a wonderful treat of 
a winter warmer.
